Thirdly On Wedreſday, January the twentyeth ſixth 140, between the 
ſaid hoars of five ang fix in the evening ſhe ſitting. by the fire, and her 
Mother ſtring by her, che ſaid Apparitzog came agpih to her ; ac the 
fight ahetol e could not ſpake, and "a Mother perceiving hcr to be 
troubled, ſaid to her Daughter, Jeef thow apy thire ? The Daughter noc 
able to ſpeake,noded with her head; whereat her Mother ſaid, ſhall 7 gce 
ot? and thereupon her Daughter being inabled to ſpeak, ( the Appari- 
tion nodding to her, ) ſaid, yes; upon which her Mother going out, the 
Apparition {ajd Do the Meſſage. She anſwered, 1 will, ſo ſoon as God [hal 
inable me, and it ſaid Be net afraid, continued the Apparition, and ſo ta- 
niſhed; and ſhe cryed Mother, Mother,and then her Mother and ſome other 
friends came in. 

Fourthly,The ſaid Apparition appeared tothe ſaid Maid on Tharſday in 
the evening, between rhe aforeſaid hours of five and ſix;ſhe being at a 
Neighbours houſe, but ſaid nothing to her. This was taken from the 
Maids own mouth, by me.
